Los Angeles, Cal., July 17.—Four 
severe earthquakes here yesterday 
threw the city and its suburbs into 
excitement, 
indirectly 
causing a 
number of injuries to men. women 
and children and slightly damaging 
several building, chiefly old ones, 
but none to a great extent. 
While the shock seemed to center 
in Los Angeles some 
were 
felt 
more than thirty miles away, but 
as in this city, no material damage 
was repoited lrom any other city 
or town. 
An unusually warm morning pro­ 
duced from some citizens the re­ 
mark "good earthquake weather.” 
It was said in jest and none were 
more surprised than those 
who 
made the remark when the first 
trembler came at 10:12 in the morn­ 
ing. 
It telt much as does the sudden 
stopping of a street car, operated 
by an inexperienced motorman only 
that the trembler produced the un 
pleasant seásation mult plied many 
times. 
Excitement in many cases was 
hysterical, followed the first shock 
and had kardly calmed when 
at 
1:27 in the afternoon the second, 
followed two minutes later by the 
I bird. 
These tw o 
were 
sharper 
than the lirst. Then the agitation 
of the citizens became prolonged 
and it was some time before 
it 
was a case of "business as usual.” 
Courts and other public places 
were scenes of near panic, some 
people running for the open, some 
fainting, some stopping to 
pray. 
Many gathered at street intersec- 
lions and othes 
rd6tfn the 
middle of the streets with watch­ 
ful eyes on the büjklings. 
Many 
sought Pershing s4tlare, 
in 
the 
heart of the downtown district, as 
a santuary and remained there for 
hours. 
Pictures were jolted from 
hooks, mortar jarred from 
brick 
walls and plaster 
from 
ceilngs;

a few copings and chimneys fell, 
part of an embankment collapsed, 
throwing dirt and brick into the 
street and plate glass windows in 
some department stores were brok­ 
en.

While the excitement was at its 
height rumors of horror traversed 
fast, but when it had subsider there 
was not one report of any exten­ 
sive damage, while the worst in­ 
jury recorded was a broken leg 
j caused when a brick fell from the 
top of a building and struck an el­ 
derly man. 
For hours the receiving hospital 
maintained by the city was crowd* 
ed with women and children, who 
had fainted in the excitement. 
Some, however, suffered more se­ 
rious accidents. Private and emer­ 
gency hospitals

were over­ 
crowded with hysteria and fainting 
cases.
